Live in the Life of Truth, and 
let the Truth ſpeak, in all thing: and Righteouſneſs ; andYet Juſtice 
be afted and Holineſs in all things, without any Guile, Fraud or De- 
ceit ; ard ſo that is well-pleaſing to God and Men , and acyerding 
to that of God in every one, And this ſheweth forth the fruus of 
B-lievers,that are paſſed from death to life ; from Dearh,which 
came by Sin,the Original of which is ihz Devil. So being corne 
from Death to Life, which goes over him ; over him, I ſay, 
who is the Author of all Unrigateo:fneſs : now in the Truth 
and Righteouſneſs you will all have Peace, Favour and the 
Blefling of the Lord in all things, and that keepeth out the co- 
vetous mind,and covetous dehres ; the Power and Life of God 
that goes over the Power of Death, which brought: the Sin':
